George Hooper, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority and 
Henry Borazzo, the Executive 


Secretary, appeared before the ™ 


Selectmen recently seeking en- 
couragement for new housing to be 
built under that law. The board 
told them to prepare a list of land 
parcels owned by the town that 
would be usable for construction. 
Holzmeister has doubts 
that such a project is possible. 

Fire ;Fighter John Brown and 
other members of the Fire Depart- 
ment have been seeking support 
for a proposal to build a fire sub- 
station in the North Wilmington 
parking lot. Again Holzmeister has 
expressed his doubts, saying that 
engineering and environmental 
impact statements would take the 
project beyond the 90 day time 
limit. 

To the Wilmington Finance 
Committee last week Holzmeister 
said that the most likely of the 
projects would be the repair and 
lining of water mains, a project 
worth $1% to !2 millions. He 
reported that easement problems 
had ruled out new water mains to 
the industrial area of North 
Wilmington. The problems stem 
from a refusal of the Town 
Meeting to purchase easements in 
1975. 


Any problem with the title to the 
land rules out the project. 

Holzmeister says that labor in- 
tensity on a proposed project was a 
critical factor in its approval by 
the federal government. He also 
reported the unemployment rate in 
an area would be a consideration, 
but that the Town had the freedom 
to define the area to which it 
belonged, for this statistic. 

Holzmeister said that the sewer 
project was still promising, bat 
that a problem did exist, with a 
dispute over pollutants being 
dumped into the sewer, A lawsuit 
is in progress, and because of it the 
entire sewer project is halted.

final approval 


Final state approval was given 
Tuesday for construction of 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington when the State Public 
Health Council voted unanimously 
to accept Choate Hospital's Cer- 
tificate of Need Application. 

Approval came after the Public 
Health Council had two weeks ago 
tabled the application based on a 
challenge to Choate Hospital by a 
ten taxpayer group representing 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center. Mystic Valley's protest 
was the result of a dispute between’ 
the Mental Health Center and 
Choate in a matter unrelated to the 
Regional Health Center. Their 
objections having been resolved, 
Mystic Valley withdrew its 
challenge from the Public Health 
Council last week. 

Choate Hospital officials in- 
dicate that construction of the am- 
bulatory care facility may now 
begin this year. The hospital 
earlier this year acquired a 2-acre 
plot of land near the intersection of 
Routes 93 and 62, the site of the 
historic Harnden Tavern. 

Peter Nagle, Director of Com- 
munity Development and 
Relations, said that financing for 
the health center has been arrang- 
ed. Other arrangements, he said, 
were nearly ready to go. He said 
on Tuesday night that a few phone 
calls on Wednesday would put into 


action several arrangements that 


the had been waiting for the state ap- 


proval. 

Nagle estimated that the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington would be open in about 
one year. 

Choate Hospital agreed in the 
Fall of 1975 to take over respon- 
sibility for the construction and 
management of the Regional 
Health Center when a local group 
of Wilmington residents had over a 
10-year period failed to secure 
financing for the venture. 

“We are delighted,"’ said Choate 
Hospital President Paul L 
Downey. ‘‘This is the last step in 
what has been a lengthy and 
sometimes painful process." He 
continued, ‘‘We are now looking 
forward to a full and meaningful 
relationship with the residents of 
Wilmington and the surrounding 
towns to be served by the health 
center."’ 

The Center's emphasis will be on 
out-patient and ambulatory care 
services and will include X-ray, 
laboratory, social service, 
physical therapy and some 
emergency services. 

Towns to be served by the 
Regional Health Center are An- 
dover, Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury, Woburn, Reading, 
North Reading and Wilmington.

Question No. Five is anti-crime 
legislation designed to reduce the 
availability of concealable 
handguns (under 16’' long) to 
criminals, potential criminals and 
private citizens alike. The con- 
cealable nature of handguns per- 
mits criminals to utilize the ele- 
ment of surprise, a major factor in 
most crimes. 

Please note that private citizens 
can still defend themselves and 
sportsmen can still hunt because 
shotguns and rifles (over 16"’ long) 
are not affected by Question No. 
Five. 

Less handguns will reduce 
crime. Marginal criminals can be 
eliminated. If only hardened 
criminals have handguns, then let 
the guns identify what they are!!! 

Present handgun laws are not 
effective because they are too 
easily circumvented or because 
they cannot be adequately en- 
forced. 

While private citizens will be 
denied the pleasure of handguns or 
the psychological protection they 
provide, this seems a small price 
to pay for the many lives that will 
be saved along with the reduced 
number of robberies. 

Also, privately owned handguns 
often result in accidental killings. 
When homes are robbed these 
same handguns are stolen, and this 
results in additional and more 
serious crimes. 

Boston Police Commissioner, 
Robert DeGrazia, one of the most 
progressive law enforcement of- 
ficials in this country, endorsed

Housing for the elderly? 


Elsewhere in this issue it is related 
that the Wilmington Water Department 
has decided on its priorities, for the work 
to be performed when and if money is ap- 
propriated by Congress for the Public 
Works Employment Act of 1976. 

The Act has been passed. The country 
is waiting for Congress and President 
Ford to put up $4 billions or so. Priority 
is to be given to work proposals that have 
a lot of labor in them. 

This is what the Water Commissioner's 
used as a criterion 

Two weeks ago George Hooper and 
other persons associated with the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, or hous- 
ing for the elderly, were at the 
selectmen’s meeting. They were trying 
to get Housing for the Elderly, as a 
Wilmington project for the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1976. 

The Water Commissioners, it can be 
noted, had plans already. They have no 
questions about the Environmental 
problem. They have no problems with 
ownership of the land. You dig up the 
street, and then fill in the hole after the 
pipe is laid 

With a Housing Project there are 
problems. There must, or maybe there 
must be an Environmental Survey. © 
There must be plans. 


That was the rub. The selectmen 


Shawsheen Tech menues 


regarded the problem one way, and 
Hooper looked at it in another. 

The selectmen figure that the thing to 
do is to take the plans down off the shelf - 
all worked out. The environmental sur- 
vey, too, can be a problem. They don’t 
See it as an easy task to get approval of a 
housing project, in the limited time that 
seems to be available. . 

Mr. Hooper's viewpoint is different 

Admittedly, he says, there could be en- 
vironmental problems, but the answer 
for that can be found in several ways. 
One way, he suggested, was to erect 
more housing at Deming Way, where the 
present Housing for the Elderly is 
located. There is a few acres or so 
available, and Hooper suggests two story 
buildings. 

He also talks of the possibility of mak- 
ing the present buildings into two story 
buildings. 

But for the first - he has an answer. 
Other places have built Housing for the 
Elderly, recently. Tewksbury, for exam- 
ple 

Mr. Hooper suggests to use the already 
approved plans of one of the other pro- 
jects - with, of course, the permission of 
the architect. 

Where there is a will there is a way, is 
the argument of George Hooper.
